‘The Japanese terms are being very 
extensively adopted, and accordingly we went to the great Japa- 
nese work 7% # K 8 FF and copied out the terms that are 


therein described at length. 


We, of course, do not endorse all these terms as even good 
but they are coming in like a flood. ‘They are in the field and 
we should know them. All who deal with students as well as 
translators will find a knowledge of at least the principal terms 


indispensable. ‘The total number of entries is about 2,482.
